The Capital’s wire read as follows: 

Edmonton, Sept. 12, rgro. 
Secretary Railway Commission, Ottawa: 

Have plans of C. N. R. west of Edmonton to Yellowhead Pass 
been disapproved on ground too close to G.T.P.? Kindly rush reply 
at our expense. DAILY CAPITAL. 


This was the rather startling answer that was received at one 
o'clock this afternoon. 
Ottawa, Ont., Sept. 12, gto. 
Daily Capital, Edmonton: 
Referring to your telegram re C. N. R. plans Edmonton to Yel- 
lowhead Pass no application on file with board. 
A. D. CARTWRIGHT. 


That would indicate that the C.N.R: has not yet filed any plans 
for approval for this portion of the road. 

That’s one side. Here's the other: 

“T heard the rumour that the Railway Commission had disap- 
proved of the plans and would stop the building of the line west 
from Edmonton. You can see for yourself that its wrong. We are 
still going ahead as fast as we can. Why! the Railway Commission 
approved the plans a year and a half ago.”

C. N. R. this morning to a Capital reporter when he asked the presi- 
dent if there was any truth in the rumour about the stoppage of the 
construction.

NEW POWER OF TAXATION 


City Would: Benefit if It Were 
Able to: Tax’ Property Front- 
ing On: Water Mains 


With the-date of the opening of the 
legislature announced the city officials 
are beginning to think of the changes 
in the city charter, application for 
which was made at the last session. 
There are a number of minor changes 
desired, but the principal one is the 
addition to the charter: so as to enable 
the city to: tax property facing on 
water mains at‘a rate up to ten cents 
a foot. If the addition is allowed, 
then the city will be empowered to 
tax’ property. under: the-clause regard- 
less as to whether the owner of the 
property uses city water or not. The 
revenue that would be derived from 
this method of taxation would be ap- 
plied to the waterworks department 
and would benefit ratepayers by a 
reduction in the water rates. The ob- 
ject of levying. this-taxis to force the 
property owner who does not use 
city water to pay for it just the same 
and it would be an incentive for him 
to finally use the city system.

FREIGHT CARS MIX 
IT UP WITH BRIDGE 


Small Smash Up On C.N.R. on 
the Edmonton Side of 
the Bridge 


BADLY 


CARS SMASHED 


And Girder of Bridge Was Bent 
—No One Was Injured, 
However 


A sinall smash-up oceurred at nine 
o’clock last night at the Edmonton 
side of the Strathcona bridge, when 
two freight cars, forming a part of a 
C.N.R. freight train of twenty-five 
ears left the track and crashed into 
one of the iron uprights of the bridge, 
bending it, at the same time doing 
considerable damage to the wooden 
aproacn, The two cars, which be- 
longed to the G.I.P., and were un- 
loaded, also suffered considerable 
damage. 

The two cars were numbered five 
and six, number five leaving the 
tracks at a point oposite the bottom 
of the steps teading from McDougall 
Avenue, The cars, prevented from 
sinking in the mud by the woodwork 
along the side of the rails at this 
point, evidently skidded as the first 
of the two cleared the entrance to the 
bridge but was lifted by the weight 
of the force behind and stoped by one 
of the iron beams. No. six car, 
brought up abruptly, turned = on its 
side. 

Iwngineer Mulvihill was not aware 
that the cars had left the track until 
they struck the bridge, the jerk which 
tolowed snaping the couplings, 
bringing the train to a standstill. This 
can be accounted for by the fact that 
until « contact with the bridge was 
made, the air brakes remained intact. 

It was fortunate that no one was 
injured, while the damage done was 
of a light character. Only four cars 
of the train were carrying a load. 

Awrecking crew was at work «wo 
hours later and had the track clear- 
ed before morning. 

Conductor Smith was in charge of 
the train.

On the establishment of the capital 
here this property was considered as 
a site for the parliament buildings 
but eventually rejected in favor of 
the present one: however, when it wus 
later decided to build a residence for 
the lieutenant governor it was most 
favorably consideder and a location 
purchased on the estate, 

The property: bought by the gav- 
ernment lies between the aStkatche- 
wan and Athabasca avenue, and im- 
mediately west of the Groat ravine. 
This will be bridged by the city and 
Carruthers, Round and Company to- 
gether, and will soon be accessible 
by Athabasca avenue. The whole 
location is most picturesque and will 
soon be something of a park as a large 
sum of money has been expended in 
clearing roads and other improve- 
ments. A number — of sites have 
been donated to the city for park 
purposes, making it a very desirable 
residential site. The remainder of the 
Property is to be subdivided and put 
on the market at once.
